Additionally, werepigs are sensitive to 


bright light, which can temporarily blind them and make it difficult for them to see their 


opponents. 


Behavior 


Werepigs are most commonly found in urban areas. This is because werepigs are able to 


blend in more easily in cities, taking advantage of the many abandoned buildings, alleys, 


and other secluded areas where they can hide and avoid detection. These areas provide 


ideal hiding places for werepigs, who are known to be secretive and cautious creatures. 
They often emerge from their hiding places only when it is safe to do so, typically at night 
when there are fewer people around to observe them. This means that sightings of 


werepigs are relatively rare, and many people are unaware of their existence. 


When it comes to their behavior around humans, werepigs tend to be cautious and 
avoidant. When they are in their human form hiding between normal people, one can detect 
a werepig, because tend to be reserved and introverted, keeping to themselves and 
avoiding social interactions. In the animal or half - animal for, they may hide or flee when 
confronted with human presence, and are generally not aggressive towards humans unless 
provoked or threatened. However, werepigs can become dangerous if they feel that their 


territory or safety is being threatened, and may attack if they perceive a human as a threat. 


In terms of their social behavior, werepigs are primarily solitary creatures. However, they 
may form small family groups or even larger packs in rare cases.

In contrast to lycanthropy, individuals affected by suscrofathropy or born with it undergo 
distinctive transformations into full or half-pig forms, showing pronounced gender-based 
differences. Male werepigs typically manifest a larger and more robust build, characterized 
by broader shoulders and a muscular physique. However, exceptions exist, as some 
members may, in their half-pig form, bear a resemblance to chubby pigs, as observed in a 


member of the Grimm gang in Redania. Additionally, male werepigs exhibit more prominent 


tusks. 


Conversely, female werepigs often display a more streamlined physique, with a focus on 
agility and speed. Their shoulders may be narrower, emphasizing flexibility, and their tusks 
tend to be smaller and more refined compared to their male counterparts. However, 
exceptions exist among females as well. One notable exception was Pepa, a female werepig 
from Toussaint, who was larger and stronger than a typical female werepig. Her 
appearance, described by those who saw her transformed before her death, was 
“grotesque,” approaching that of her male counterparts, if not surpassing it. Some people 


theorize that this was because she had an intense "version" of the curse affecting her. 


Transmission of the Disease J 


It is believed that there are four ways in which one can acquire suscrofathropy. The first 
and most common method like other therianthropes is through a curse. The second way is 
by inheriting the condition from a werepig parent, and the third method of acquiring 
suscrofathropy would be through a werepig bite and the fourth and last way is by eating 
werepig flesh. Unlike other variants of therianthropy, this disease can affect not only 
humans and panhumans (elves, dwarves, gnomes, etc.) but also other creatures, such as 
trolls. It is believed that the famous three werepigs known as Nif Nif, Nuf Nuf and Naf Naf 


Naf were originally trolls.
